Mix dry ingredient, then add vine­ 
gar. 
Beat one whole egg with dovor 
egg heater, add above 
ingredients. 
Beat hard and add 
salad oil until 
thick. 
Have dish and oil cold before 
starting. 
Strawberry and 
Rhubarb Ja m — 
Take half berries and half rhubarb 
with as much sugar as fruit. 
Scald 
rhubarb with boiling water and add 
sugar. 
Boil five minutes. 
Add ber­ 
ries and cook until it thickens when 
a little is tried on cold plate. 
To Clean White Kid Gloves—Place 
on hands, wash in gasoline and corn 
meal: rinse in clear gasoline. 
When 
dry the kid is soft and white. 
Italian Macaroni — Brea k up 
the 
macaroni and boil it about 
twenty 
minutes or until it is tender. Fry slic»\s 
of pork in a spider, and cut into it an 
onion or two and fry. 
Add to tlm 
boiled macaroni a little stewed toma­ 
to and stir the whole together. 
This 
mixture evolves the toothsome ma ca ­ 
roni a la Italienne.

butter instead of pork. 
Cleaning Silver — To clean silver 
use an aluminum kettle and to every 
quart of water add one tablespoon of 
salt and one of soda.
